another city- Dr. Garland has many 
friends in Gettysburg where he grad- 
ua'ted from College and Seminary, 
who will be interested in the follow- 
ing notice in The Dayton Evening 
Herald:

~"As director ot welfare work for 
seven years, Dr. Garland has gained 
a national reputation. The local de- 
partment is considered the most 
comprehensive in welfare activities 
in this country. 
"In speaking of his resignation Dr. 
Garland said he wished the people 
of Dayton to know that he never 
had been attracted to the position of 
city manager there, as it had been 
rumored 
"I have been interested in weltare 


•work, heart and soul, and the admin- 
istrative duties of the city manager's 
office here or elsewhere, cap have 
no attraction for me/' he said.

work that has been a success as is 
evidenced by the requests for assist-

"As president of the bureau of mu- 


nicipal research, which lie organized 
he studied and instituted the propa- 
ganda which resulted in the estab- 
lishment of the city manager form 
of government. ^ 
•'Besides being fdentified with prac- 


tically every social welfare agency 
there, Dr. Garland has taken a verj 
active part in the work of every civic 
organization- He has served as presi- 
dent of the Ohio Society for the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, and has 
been a trustee of the tuberculosis 
sanitarium there for seven years. In 
the Rotary Club and the Dayton 
Chamber of Commerce he has al- 
ways been a hard worker."
